In response to the Office Action mailed May 3, 2006, the Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration in light of the following Response. 
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INTRODUCTORY COMMENTS 

The Examiner objected to and rejected claim amendments filed in November 3, 
2005 as allegedly introducing new matter into the disclosure of the invention in violation 
of 35 U.S.C. § 132(a) and allegedly containing subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in violation of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. Claims 1-4, 8-14, and 17-20 were 
specifically identified as not supported, because the requirement functionality was not 
recited in the specification. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-37 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
unpatentable over "DIAMETER Mobile IP Extension" by Calhoun (hereafter "the 
Calhoun reference") in view of U.S. Patent 6,507,908 to Caronni (hereafter "the '908 
Patent"). 
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
